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Council Appalled by WSSC Plans 
For Future Pond on Witt Tract

Greenbelt city council dis¬ 
posed of a long agenda at 
its regular meeting on Aug¬ 
ust 11. The unusual session 
was enlivened by the appear¬ 
ance of Councilman Joseph 
Isaacs sporting a jacket, tie, 
shorts, broken leg and walk¬ 
ing cast and interrupted by 
time out for a brief execu¬ 
tive session. 

A presentation by City Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordina¬ 
tor Celia Wilson on the plans of 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission for a storm wa¬ 
ter management facility on the 
Witt tract in east Greenbelt in¬ 
troduced another chapter in at¬ 
tempts by the city to preserve 
some visual amenities east of the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway. 
The Witt tract lies east of Han¬ 
over Parkway* and south of the 
Greenway Center Drive inter¬ 
section. It contains about seven 
acres. 

As reported by Wilson, WSSC 
plans a five-acre pond which will 
occupy almost all the roughly 
rectangular tract except for a 
small slice along the future Ora 
Glen Drive. The pond will also 
take some of the Smith-Ewing 
tract easement. The pond will 
be surrounded by a six-foot 
chain link fence. Unlike a pond 
of similar size in the Greenbrook/ 
Schrom Hills Park area which 
will belong to the city, this pond 
will remain under the jurisdiction 
of WSSC. The Schrom Hills Park 
pond will be landscaped by the 
developer of Greenbrook and 
maintained by the city. 

No landscaping is evident in 


plans for the Witt tract pond. 
Maintenance will be performed 
by WSSC. In his comments on 
the plan, City Manager James 
K. Giese pointed out that this 
pond will be sited in the midst of 
one of the most significant retail 
and office commercial complexes 
in the county. 

Wilson emphasized that WSSC 
seems willing to work with the 
city to try to make the site more 
attractive. When Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld asked if there could be 
some alternative to the wire 
fence, Wilson said that she had 
the impression that the fence 
is required by the state. 

On a motion by Mayor pro tem 
Thomas X. White, the council 
voted to refer the pond design to 
the city's Advisory Planning 
Board and to apprise Prince 
Georges County Executive Par¬ 
ris Glendening, County Council¬ 
man Richard Castaldi and the 
county Economic Development 
Corporation of what White term¬ 
ed “this horrendous occurrence" 
to see what can be done to im¬ 
prove* it. The vote was 4 to 0 
(Councilman Edward V. J. Putens 
being absent because of the ill¬ 
ness of his father). 

Bond Issue Priorities 

The continuing subject of rela¬ 
tive priorities among building 
projects to be financed with bond 
issue money surfaced again at 
this meeting. Council considered 
an authorization to transfer $25,- 
000 from the city's general fund 
(and later reimburse the fund 
from bond proceeds) for prelimi¬ 
nary design reviews and topo¬ 
graphical surveys for the police 
station, additions to the public 
works facility and the Youth 


Changes Are Proposed To R11 and R15 Busses 


METRO is again proposing 
reductions on the R15 express 
bus through original Greenbelt 
and on the Rll express bus 
through Springhill Lake. A pub¬ 
lic hearing on these reductions 
will be held on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 4 at 7:30 p.m. at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. Propos¬ 
ed changes to the Rll route in¬ 
clude eliminating the 6:20 a.m. 
and 6:50 a.m. trips from Spring- 
hill Lake and adding a trip at 
6:35 am. The 4:30 pm. and 5 
p.m. Rll trips would also be 
eliminated and a trip at 4:45 
p.m, would be added- These 
changes to the Rll route will re¬ 
sult in three trips in the morn¬ 
ing and three trips in the even¬ 
ing, Also proposed are the el¬ 
imination of the R15 8 a.m. and 
4:45 p.m. trips, leaving three 
trips on the R15 in the morning 
and three trips in the evening. 
On the R15, the extension into 
Greenbelt East will be retained 
as permanent. 

METRO advises that these re¬ 
ductions are necessary in order 
to eliminate underutilized ser¬ 
vice, Approximately 90 passen¬ 
gers would be affected, although 
some may be able to utilize the 


added bus run or other existing 
runs. 

The City Council considered 
this matter at its meeting of 
August 11, However, because of 
short notice prior to the meeting, 
the city was unable to obtain arty 
public input on the proposed 
changes. As a result, the Coun¬ 
cil did not take a position on the 
proposal choosing instead to di¬ 
rect staff to publicize the chang¬ 
es and report back to Council on 
public reaction.

Center, the indoor swimming pool 
and rehabilitation of the outdoor 
pool 

White objected to the inclusion 
of the addition to the public 
works facility on the list, saying 
that he was not aware that coun¬ 
cil had authorized proceeding 
with that project. He urged that 
a public hearing be held to get 
citizen views on the priorities of 
the various projects. Giese de¬ 
fended the proposed $5,000 ex¬ 
penditure for the public works 
facility, saying that the city needs 
to find out what the various pro¬ 
jects will cost. He also said that 
he feels the aim should be to 
accomplish all the projects. 

Isaacs supported the expendi¬ 
ture to find out what the cost 
would be; however, he also gave 
his support to a public hearing. 
On a vote of 3-1 (White opposed) 
the expenditure of $25,000, in¬ 
cluding $5,000 for the public 
works facility, was authorized. 

White sounded the theme again 
of the need for a public hearing 
later in the meeting when coun¬ 
cil voted to employ Sullivan and 
Aimy, Inc* as the architect for 
the indoor swimming pool, reno¬ 
vation of the outdoor pool and 
the Youth Center addition. 

Weidenfeld suggested that pre¬ 
liminary planning for the Youth 
Center addition should be as com¬ 
prehensive as possible so that 
desirable features will not be 
overlooked and have to be added 
at extra expense later. He sug¬ 
gested an exercise room, a food 
area and a senior daycare fa¬ 
cility as the kind of features he 
had in mind. White, however, 
pointed out that a daycare fa¬ 
cility was a new concept, essen¬ 
tially unrelated to a swimming 
pool, and one, moreover, which 
means “different things to differ¬ 
ent people." 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram supported the idea of in¬ 
cluding a senior daycare facility 
in the preliminary planning. She 
said she knew of such facilities 
which regularly use a pool as part 
of their health and recreation 
programs, Bram also noted that 
council had approved .money for 
a study assessing the needs of 
special populations (including 
the need for senior daycare) and 
hoped that this study and the 
architect’s planning might be 
finished at about the same time. 

Giese explained that the staff 
recommended that the entire rec¬ 
reation area should be planned. 
He noted, however, that a day¬ 
care facility had not been foreseen 
in the bond issue. Weidenfeld 
still supported the idea that all 
possibilities should be looked at. 
But White expressed concern 
about including a facility not 
planned for in the bond issue. He 
said that “the farther we get 
away from the May '85 vote" the 
more a hearing is needed to get 
current public views. 

In the end, the staff recom¬ 
mendation to employ the archi¬ 
tectural firm, omitting mention of

Whoever wins the award will 
obviously have to have made fan¬ 
tastic contributions and will have 
earned all the appreciation he or 
she may receive. Unfortunately, 
others whose contributions are 
also fantastic will have to be 
passed over. 

Several months ago, I was 
privileged to be part of the City's 
presentation at the All-America 
Cities final competition, where 
citizen action is the main cri¬ 
terion. The case for Greenbelt 
was easy. In fact, we had more 
examples than we had time to 
mention. In Greenbelt, citizen 
action is everywhere, as almost 
any issue of the News Review will 
illustrate. 

Consider some of the major 
citizen accomplishments of 1985- 
1986: the planning for a revital¬ 
ized Roosevelt Center, planning 
for our 50th Anniversary, the 
growth of crime prevention pro-

New Law Gives Tax 
Break for Child Care 

Governor Harry Hughes has 
signed into law the only Mary¬ 
land county bill designed to pro¬ 
vide tax incentives for the es¬ 
tablishment. of child care facili¬ 
ties. The Prince Georges County 
bill sponsored by Delegate Joan 
Pitkin would provide a property 
tax credit for property owners 
who develop child care facilities 
for the children of employees. A 
tax credit of $1,000 will be given 
to the property owner for pro¬ 
perty used to provide child care 
for the children of an least 25 
employees.

The Maryland Municipal 
League at their annual conven¬ 
tion in Ocean City recognized two 
area lawmakers for their legis¬ 
lative contributions on behalf of 
Maryland's cities and towns.

Councilman White Honored 
For Work on Commission 

The Maryland Cooperative Law 
Coalition presented a “Coopera- 
tve Spokesman Award” to Green- 
belt Mayor Pro Tem Thomas X. 
White in recognition of his ser¬ 
vices to Maryland Cooperatives 
as a member of the Governor’s 
Commission on Condominiums, 
Cooperatives and Homeowner 
Associations.

The Maryland Cooperative Law 
Coalition is an association of 
agricultural, consumer and hous¬ 
ing cooperatives whose purpose 
is to encourage the development 
of legslative proposals benefit¬ 
ing Maryland cooperative organi¬ 
zations.
